BASE  BALL  REPORT  FOR  1921 

The  question  is  often  asked:  "Is  base  ball  a  suc- 
cess at  Farm  School?"  The  answer  is  overwhelmingly, 
"Yes."  In  looking  over  our  scores,  to  the  outsider  this  as- 
sertion would  seem  somewhat  exaggerated,  but  for  the 
sake  of  outsiders  and  those  not  acquainted  with  the  finer 
details  we  might  enumerate  a  few  facts.  Understand,  we 
do  not  attempt  to  offer  sickly  "ahbis,"  or  blame  condi- 
tions of  circumstances,  let  that  be  as  it  is. 

Though  Farm  School  is  in  the  main  a  preparatory 
school,  conditions  are  quite  different  from  that  of  the 
average  prep  school.  Agriculture  can  not  ver\^  readily 
be  curtailed  to  the  extent  that  men  trying  for  athletic  at- 
tainment should  leave  this  character  of  work  at  mid-day, 
which  happens  to  be  the  busiest  hour.  This  necessarily 
means  enefficient  practice,  without  which  an  average 
winning  team  cannot  be  put  on  the  field.  Another  great 
drav.  back  is  the  sad  fact  that  Farm  School  is  not  greeted 
by  the  so-called  "ready  made  athlete."  Natural  ability  is 
sorely  lacking  amongst  the  students  as  a  whole.  Most  of 
the  development  takes  place  in  the  school,  meaning 
strenuous  work  for  the  coach  in  the  limited  time  that  he 
has.  A  small  student  body  which  rarely  averages  over  a 
hundred,  is  the  source  of  our  material,  in  comparison  to 
the  average  school  of  like  character  which  has  a  student 
body  of  from  four  hundred  to  two  thousand.  The  ad- 
vantage of  the  latter  in  this  department  should  be  readily 
accepted.  The  last  disadvantage  inasmuch  as  athletics 
are  concerned  is  that  our  course  is  limited  to  three  years, 
along  side  of  the  fact  that  other  school's  courses  range 
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any  where  from  four  to  eight  years.  This  means  that  as 
soon  as  an  athlete  is  comewhat  developed,  and  moulded 
into  shape  from  the  former  raw  material  he  is  ready  to 
leave  the  school,  in  other  words  just  when  his  services 
would  l)e  ol  a  winnins;  natuie. 

Conclusively,  taking  these  facis  into  consideration  it 
is  very  encouraging  to  note  that  Farm  School  in  spite  of 
these  facts  has  maintained  a  reputation  in  athletics  of 
which  it  can  well  he  proud.  Our  games  always  held  the 
crowds  to  the  last  inning.  Though  onlv  three  of  our  nine 
scheduled  games  were  won  along  side  of  three  Sunday 
practice  games  making  a  total  of  six  in  all.  makes  the 
team  truly  deserving  of  praise.  We  let  our  su])i)orters 
use  their  own  judgment  as  to  the  success  of  tlio  liiiM  sea- 
son.
